From his first six starters have come 
stakes-winning Sunrise County, stakes- 
placed and track-record breaking Miss 
Summer Time, and other good winners.

Pangola, Not Crab 


In The Blood-Horse of April 1 Kent 
Hollingsworth gave a brief description of 
Freeman Keyes’ new 118-acre farm near 
Fort Lauderdale. Fla., established as an 
adjunct to his Kentucky base. Reverie 
Knoll Farm, which is nearly 10 times as 
large. Concerning the grass in one 40- 
acre field, Keyes said: 

“T could run 200 head of cattle on that 
field, and they wouldn't keep it down. 
Have to mow it once a week. Had a 
man come down from the University of 
Florida, and he recommended a combina- 
tion of 3 grasses for this place—don’t 
know what they call it. Back in Ken- 
tucky, I’d call it crabgrass. Horses seem 
to like it, though.” 

Nicolas de las Casas, a leading breeder 
in Venezuela, made immediate inquiry 
as to what grasses had been recommended 
by the University of Florida for the Fort 
Lauderdale area. F. T. Boyd, the 
agronomist who did the recommending. 
was in Europe at the time our inquiry was 
made. He returned to his office recently 
and informed Senor de las Casas and 


The Blood-Horse: 
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*... The 3 grasses to which you refer 
are Pensacola bahiagrass, St. Augustine 
grass, and Pangola grass. I am sure that 
Pangola grass is the one referred to by 
Mr. Keyes as crabgrass, since it belongs 


to the same genus of plants, known as 
the digitarias. 

“Both St. Augustine and Pangola grass 
are grown from vegetative plantings. That 
is, we disc rather mature fresh cut hay 
into the ground and rooting takes place 
from joints and stems. Pensacola bahia- 
grass is established from seed, which can 
be procured from Kilgore Seed Company 
at Pompano, Fla.”

Greentree Stable Takes Sorrentino

New York. Given a month-long rest 
after his corking-good second to Sherluck 
in the Belmont Stakes, Globemaster came 
out a fit horse for the 11-mile Saranac 
Handicap, and he gave a top-flight per- 
formance, winning by 21% lengths from 
Dr. Miller and Hi Greco. 


Trainer Tom Kelly was extremely 
pleased, as well he might have been. He 
made immediate plans to send his colt to 
Chicago for the Arlington Classic of 
July 8. 

In the Saranac. viewed by 40.177. Globe- 
master broke quickly from the gate. but 
John L. Rotz took him in hand, and let 
Hitting Away, with Hedley Woodhouse, go 
on the lead. This was the strategy, and it 
worked. “That first quarter (:23%) 
meant a lot to us,” Kelly said. “We let 
Hitting Away take the lead. We could af- 
ford to in this race. We weren't going 
for $100,000. We had been training Globe- 
master to come off the pace, and_ it 
worked. We’re all happy it did.” 


On Tuesday, July 4, Kelso (133) over- 
took Talent Show (110) at the top of the 
stretch and won the 1'4-mile Suburban 
Handicap by 5 lengths from Nickel Boy 
(112). His time was 2:02, four-fifths of 
a second slower than Sword Dancer’s 
track record, but Eddie Arcaro was eas- 
ing him up in the last sixteenth. 


Rotz, asked about the race. replied: 
“This was the easiest stakes race he has 
ever won. The 125 pounds (top weight in 
the race) wasn’t too much today. I just 
let him lay about second or third until 
we hit the half and then he took the lead. 
I flicked him a couple of times with the 
whip at the quarter-pole and he just kept 
going. He could have gone faster.” 

Time for the mile was 1:36%5. It was 
the second stakes won by Globemaster in 
his career. The first was the Wood Me- 
morial. 

Manuel Yeaza said that Dr. Miller “ran 
a real good race,” and Jimmy Combest 
said of Hi Greco, “He swerved just be- 
fore the finish line, when I hit him. He 
may have been second if he _ hadn't 
swerved.” 

Hedley Woodhouse said that Hitting 
Away “had it” at the eighth-pole. 


Greentree’s New Rider 


Mike Sorrentino has given first call to 
Greentree Stable, and trainer John Gaver. 
said, “It is an oral contract. We have first

call on the boy. We think he is good, 
or we wouldn’t have taken first call. Mike 
is a much better rider than generally 
rated, and we wouldn’t have taken the call 
had we not thought so.” 

The 30-year-old Sorrentino. who has 
been riding for 16 years, said, “It’s a 
great opportunity to ride in their colors. 
Just wearing them is a privilege. I hope

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Will Ye Overcomes Winonly; 
Good 2-Year-Olds Begin to Emerge

Cuicaco. Only 8 horses were nomi- 
nated for the $20,000-added Arch Ward 
Memorial Handicap at Arlington Park, 
and, fortunately for management, 7 show- 
ed up for the 6-furlong sprint on July 1. 

The Ward, named for the late sports 
editor of the Chicago Tribune, was a 
lively enough contest, but one with little 
significance, if any. The winner was the 
4-year-old colt Will Ye (I Will—Fancy 
Nancy. by Gallant Fox), owned by Chi- 
cago stock broker George H. Willis. He 
carried 112 pounds, compared to 124 on 
Fred W. Hooper’s favored Winonly, and 
benefited from free sailing on the out- 
side, while Winonly was shut off on the 
rail at the top of the stretch. Jockey 
Braulio Baeza had moved too late with 
the 4-year-old Olympia colt. 

Winonly, 7-to-5 in the mutuels, chiefly 
because of his handy victory in the 5'%4- 
furlong Meadowland Turf Handicap on 
opening day, was a close-up fourth early 
while saving ground on the rail. Matthias 
(118). Roman Colonel (117), and Dress 
Blue (110) were in front of him, and 
Will Ye. Vital Force (108), and Clan- 
destine (114) were behind him. 

Dress Blue, a 21-to-1 outsider, forged 
to a half-length lead halfway down the 
stretch. but could not withstand the 
closing rushes of Will Ye, on the outside. 
and Winonly, on the rail. 

Will Ye. held at 7 to 1. was timed in 
1:0925 for his second stakes victory. At 
3 he won the Hutcheson Stakes at Gulf- 
stream Park. He defeated Gordian Knot 
and Francis S. in an allowance race at 
Tropical Park last January 7, and failed 
in 6 subsequent starts at Hialeah and 
Gulfstream Park. But he hasn’t run a 
poor race since coming to Chicago this 
year. He was a close fourth behind Mat- 
thias, Oink, and Roman Colonel in the 
6-furlong Clang Handicap, third to 
Roman Colonel in an overnight handicap. 
winner of a 6-furlong grass race, and 
third in the Meadowland. 

“He’s a good honest horse,” said train- 
er Del Carroll, who has been having a 
highly successful season. “He won 7 of 
14 races last year against some pretty 
good horses. No, I don’t have any prob- 
lems with him. He didn’t like that Hialeah 
track at all last winter.” 

Carroll also saddled William S. Mill- 
er’s Matthias, but because of different 
ownership he and Will Ye ran uncoupled, 
as provided by an Illinois rule regarding 
stakes.

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Will Ye was ridden by John Sellers, 
who scored his seventh stakes victory in 
11 tries since launching his Chicago 
campaign in mid-May.

Pin Oak stable’s Safety Zone (Traf- 
fic Judge—*Bellinzona) and Intercepted 


(*Nasrullah—Make a Play), and J. C.

The Pin Oak Stable, trained by Ivan 
Parke. has a barnful of 2-year-old run- 
ners. Verdicchio (Roman—*Dark Rose 
II) was an even-money favorite on Satur- 
day (July 1), but he stopped suddenly 
after leading into the stretch, almost as 
though he had popped a splint or bucked, 
and Treasury Note went on to win easily.

LATITUDE FOR MEDICATION 


At the annual convention of the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners in Toronto last month, several commissioners said that state 
laws gave them no latitude for permitting medication of horses which were to 
appear in competition. When William S. Miller, chairman of the Hlinois Racing 
Board, returned home, he asked Attorney General William Clark for an opinion 
on the Illinois statutes which, like the laws of most other racing states, prohibit 
the use of drugs “for the purpose of increasing or retarding the speed of horses.” 

The opinion was in line with the Racing Board’s policy which permitted the 
use of Butazolidin last year and until July 1 of this year. (Future policy prob- 
ably will be determined at a board meeting this week.) The opinion said, in part: 


“The evil which the Legislature sought to remedy was the administration of 
drugs to horses for the purpose of fraudulently affecting the result of a race 
by either increasing or retarding the speed of horses. 

“Had it been the intention of the Legislature to prohibit the use of all 
drugs or medicines of every kind or description, including drugs for therapeutic 
purposes. which could or might conceivably affect the speed of a horse, the 
Legislature would not have used the qualifying language ‘for the purpose of 
increasing or retarding the speed of horses’ wherever it specifically prohibited 
the use of drugs. depressants or stimulants. 

“The Illinois Racing Board possesses sufficient power and discretion to 
administrate by administrative rule the practice of using drugs and medicines 
for therapeutic purposes and to provide adequate safeguards against possible 
abuse so as to protect the public interest against detrimental practices and 


Under similar interpretations, Florida, Kentucky, and, on a temporary basis, 
Colorado and Maryland have joined with Illinois in extending permission for 
horsemen to have runners treated with Butazolidin (phenylbutazone), an anti- 
inflammatory compound with secondary analgesic effects. Commissions in other 
states insist that Butazolidin must not be used (i. e.. detected after a race), 
because. like any other drug, it may “affect the condition of a horse.” Official 
policy is at variance with permitted practice in several of these states.

Steve Brooks Would Rather Have the Luck, 
But His Long Success Has Other Origins

Oceanport. “Give me luck and let the 
other guys have the brains.” That was 
the modest explanation Steve Brooks of- 
fered for his recent riding success. He 
was top man at Garden State Park, and 
he ended the first 20 days of the Mon- 
mouth Park meeting with a 2-winner mar- 
gin over Walter Blum. 

Steve and his wife, Elwana. spent their 
Sunday afternoon relaxing in the home 
they rented in New Shrewsbury. about 15 
minutes drive from the track. Three 
Brooks nieces and nephew Freddie were 
beating the heat with a slide-a-pool in 
the yard. 

“Just got back from the track a little 
while ago,” said Brooks. “I was out gal- 
loping Yorky for Jimmy Jones and the 
filly (Secret Honor) I ride for Dixiana 
next Saturday. 

“Tf I’m successful, I guess it’s because 
I’ve got a lot of friends in the business. 
Couldn’t ask for 2 better friends than 
Jimmy Jones and Jack Hodgins. I’ve been 
riding off and on for Calumet and Dixiana 
for a dozen years. Looks like I'll be get- 
ting on a few of their good horses again. 
I could have ridden Beau Prince in the 
Arlington Classic next Saturday. but I had 
to tell Jimmy no because I have to stay 
here for the filly race and ride for Mr. 
Hodgins. 

“But those things even up. I'll be riding 
Yorky in the Monmouth Handicap. I rode 
him at Tropical Park last winter on a race 
track he couldn’t handle, then Sellers got 
him at Hialeah on a track just made for 
him. But now I’ve got him back. That’s 
the way it goes— for all riders, not just 
me. I was lucky last week when I got the 
mount on Our Hope in the Massachusetts 
Handicap after Pete Anderson got set 
down. I had ridden him at Garden State 
and I didn’t think there was any way 
he could lose in New England. But Leon- 
drd (on Talent Show}-took out in front 
of me and by the time I got to running 
gain, I missed catching Polylad by a 
ead. That’s why I say I'd rather be 
lucky.” 

Elwana was unwilling to attribute much 
f Steve’s success to luck. She interjected: 
: “You know, they call Steve the horse 
psychiatrist. Anybody that’s got a prob- 
lem horse comes to him and asks him to 
get on the horse in the morning and try 
to find out what’s wrong. 


“One time at Golden Gate. I was at the 
track with a bunch of girls and I saw a 
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horse’s name in the program with the 
word Texas in it. I always bet $2 on 
horses with Texas in their names. because 
that’s where I was born. Well. this horse 
had the worst record you ever saw, ninth 
by 23 lengths. twelfth by 20 lengths. 
As far back as his record went. he never 
finished in the money. 

“I said to Steve, ‘This horse can’t pos- 
sibly be that bad. Why don’t you get on 
him and try to find out what’s wrong?’ 
He sort of shrugged it off. but about a 
week later, the rider listed on the horse 
got sick and they called out in the jocks’ 
room for a rider. ‘What'd you say that 
horse’s name was?’ Steve said when they 
asked. My talking about the horse must

have stuck in his mind, so he said, ‘Tl 
ride him.’ 

“When I looked out on the infield board 
and saw Steve’s name as the new rider 
on the horse. I ran downstairs and bought 
a $6 combination ticket. He was some- 
thing like 50-1, but he finished second. 
After the races. | asked Steve what in 
the world he had done to make the horse 
run so good, and he said, ‘I just noticed 
when he was warming up that he ran with 
his head down. He just couldn’t see where 
he was going. so all I did was lift his 
head up. Heck. I should’a won the race.’ ” 

Steve smiled. 

“IT don’t know about this psychiatrist 
business,” he said. “But the most im- 


portant thing about a race is warming a 
horse up. First of all, you can tell whether 
there’s anything hurting him, and you un- 
limber his muscles. But the most im- 
portant thing is that I can find out 
most of the time, with a horse I’ve never 
ridden before. some little thing that’s 
gonna help in the race. I try to warm 
him up near another horse so I can see 
how he’s going to act when I ask him to 
run past horses in the race. And I can 
find out how he likes to take the turns 
—whether he wants to cut the rail close 
or stay off it.” 

“Of course, sometimes I think I find 
something out, then it’s all wrong in the 
race, and I’ve made a mistake. That’s why 
I always like to ride those kind back.” 

That’s what Jack Hodgins meant when 
he explained why he has ridden Brooks 
for so many years. 

“Now that I don’t get around too good 
any more. I don’t even bother to watch 
my horses run. I never knew a rider who 
could tell you so much about your horse 
and what happened in a race as Steve. 
And he’s the most faithful fellow in the 
business. Lots of boys will ride one of 
your horses and not get close and tell 
their agents the heck with that horse. But 
not Steve. He always asks to ride those 
kind again. always thinks he can try 
something different that'll make them run 
better. Last summer Steve was in Chicago 
and Larry Gilligan was doing most of my 
riding. Larry’s a good rider, but all I 
know is my horses run better for Steve.” 


Brooks is 38, or 39, or 40 — 38, he in- 
sists. “I lied a year about my age when 
I started.” His biceps are as big as his 
thights, his gait is that of a high school 
boy, and even his square-cut, sun-lined 
face reflects his excellent condition. 

“I don’t know what I’d have done if | 
hadn’t become a jockey. That’s all I ever 
thought about since I can first remember.” 
he said. “Dad was a horse trader. We 
traveled around the West in a covered 
wagon and would trade a broken horse 
for 3 or 4 unbroken ones. Then we'd 
break those and sell them at auction in 
the fall. I learned to ride on the bush 
circuit around Idaho and Montana, and | 
think that’s tougher than starting with 
Quarter horses, like Ussery and Valen- 
zuela and a lot of others did. 

“I guess my big break in this business 
came in 1949. I went to work for Calumet 
at Havre de Grace that spring with their 
second division. Faultless was going to 
run in the Gallant Fox —I think that was 
the race, they ran it in the spring then — 
in New York and he was odds-on and 
Arcaro was going to ride him. Mr. 
Wright. who owned Calumet. was going to 
the Derby to help Colonel Winn select 
the diamonds for the special trophy they 
were designing for the race. It was the 
diamond jubilee of the Derby, and since

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Leading Sires of 1960: Racing Indexes 


Among the leading 20 sires of 1960 in 
point of gross earnings of their offspring, 
the stallions represented by the fewest 
runners were *Ballydam. 15th. with 15 
starters and $507.145; *My Babu, 17th, 
with 18 starters and $453,770; Counter- 
point. 10th, with 23 starters and $635,906; 
and *Indian Hemp, 13th. with 24 starters 
and $526,680. Other horses in the list of 
leaders had at least 40 runners in the 
course of the year. 

*Ballydam had 13 winners among his 
15 starters. and there were 32 wins from 
a total of 163 starts, or 1 victory for 
every 5 races—a very high ratio. 

If *Ballydam’s offspring had settled 
for the average expectation of $3.134 per 
starters in 1960, they would have earned 
$47.010. Their actual earnings, $507,145, 
were equivalent to the earnings of 161.82 
“average” horses and 10.79 times the ex- 
pectation of 15 runners in 1960. The 
earnings index. 10.79. was the highest 
recorded by the progeny of any stallion 
represented by as many as 10 runners in 
North America in 1960. 

One amazing colt accounted for *Bally- 
dam’s prominence. Bally Ache earned 
$455.045. or 145.20 times the average of 
$3.134. The remaining 14 starters in the 
group earned $52.100. or 16.62 times the 


average and 1.19 times the expectancy for 
14 starters. 

The record of the offspring of Counter- 
point, “horse of the year” in 1951, was 
in direct contrast to that of *Ballydam’s 
runners. Counterpoint never has been rep- 
resented by a large crop of foals, and the 
23 starters which got to the post in 1960 
were the largest and most successful rep- 
resentation he ever had. Four of these 
were stakes winners with earnings rang- 
ing from $40,000 to nearly $300,000, and 
3 others placed in stakes. With his big- 
gest winner eliminated from the list. the 
get of Counterpoint earned 4.92 times the 
average expectation per starter; and even 
with the second-highest winner subtract- 
ed from the total, the earnings index for 
the 2] remaining runners was 3.55. 

Among sires with as many as 40 run- 
ners, *Turn-to had the highest rank- 
ing. his get having earned 7.45 times as 
much as would have been allotted to them 
if all the purse money and stakes had 
been divided equally among all starters. 
Hail to Reason. out of the excellent race 
mare Nothirdchance. made the largest 
contribution to the $933.338 total credited 
to the offspring of *Turn-to. 

*Nasrullah. which died in May. 1959. 
mzintained the highest earnings ratio 


among the older stallions with large num- 
bers of runners. Sailor, thanks to Bowl of 
Flowers from a mating with the Delaware 
Handicap and Ladies Handicap winner 
Flower Bowl, held first rank among fresh- 
man sires with as many as 10 runners in 
1960. 

In the first of the accompanying lists 
the leading sires of 1960 are arranged in 
the order of the earnings index. or rate 
of earnings, expressed as a ratio of actual 
earnings to average expectation per start- 
er. The list accounts for the top 14 per 
cent among the 898 stallions represented 
by at least 10 runners in 1960; 5.5 per 
cent of the 898 horses had progeny in- 
dexes upwards of 2.00. and 2.8 per cent 
ranged above 3.00. Only 34.7 per cent 
reached the level of 1.00. 

The second list gives the lifetime rec- 
ords of the leading sires with at least 
one runner in 1960 and with an accumu- 
lated total of at least 40 year-starters. The 
75 stallions with lifetime progeny indexes 
of 2.00 and upward are included. They 
represent 5.6 per cent of the 1.340 stal- 
lions with runners in 1960 and_ with 
40 or more year-starters. Of the 1.340 
total. 1.6 per cent had progeny indexes 
of 3.00 or higher.

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liable basis for prediction than do the 
returns from any one year, because of the 
larger numbers. The extremely high in- 
dexes for horses such as Tom Fool and 
*Turn-to indicate a very successful be- 
ginning, but they should be accepted as 
a kind of interim report. The chance 
that the offspring of these 2 young stal- 
lions will continue indefinitely to earn 
more than 7 times average expectation is 
so remote that it should be considered 
non-existent. 

*Nasrullah’s North American runners 
have established an all-time record for 
continued top-level performance, 480 
year-starters having earned 6.49 times 
the average expectation of the different 
years in which they raced. When the 
North American figures are combined 
with the records of *Nasrullah’s 349 year- 
starters in Great Britain and Ireland, his 
cumulative index through 1960 becomes 
5.33. If his next 300 year-starters should 
earn more than 3.25 times average expec- 
tation, *Nasrullah’s full lifetime index 
may supersede the record of 4.75 for 
the progeny of St. Simon in Great Britain 
and Ireland. St. Simon’s index is the 
highest ever calculated for the full life- 
time of a sire.

master was odds-on for the Saranac Handicap. He 
led all the way, winning by 2% lengths in 1:36%5, 
2 seconds slower than the record for the event at 
its present distance. 

Only in the Kentucky Derby has Globemaster 
failed to place in 9 races this season. After fin- 
ishing third in the Swift Stakes and second in the 
Gotham Stakes, he beat Carry Back and 5 others 
in the Wood Memorial, the first stakes success of 
his career. After his unsuccessful trip to Churchill 
Downs, he was caught deep in the stretch in the 


Preakness, finishing three-quarters of a length 
behind Carry Back. He was third in the Jersey 
Derby and second to Sherluck in the Belmont 
Stakes, his last previous race. 

Globemaster now has earned nearly 3 times the 
$80,000 that Leonard P. Sasso paid for him at 
the 1959 Saratoga sales. He and Hi Greco, third 
in the Saranac, were bred by Mrs. Parker Poe’s 
Shawnee Farm, Harrodsburg, Ky., which has 
consigned Globemaster’s half-brother, by *Gallant 
Man, to the 1961 Keeneland summer sales. *Heli- 
opolis, which has been represented by 49 other 
stakes winners, died in April, 1959.

Howard Bruce 


Howard Bruce. 81-year-old banker, in- 
dustrialist. and member of The Jockey 
Club. died in Johns Hopkins Hospital on 
Saturday. June 17. as a result of a cere- 
bral hemorrhage suffered 2 days earlier. 

Former owner of Belmont Farm, a 
1.000-acre nursery in Howard County, 
Md.. Mr. Burke bred the stakes winners 
Acautaw and Jay Jay in the early 1930's. 
He had sold Belmont several months ago 
to his cousin. David K. E. Bruce, Amer- 
ican ambassador to the Court of St. 
James. 

Born in Richmond, Va., Mr. Bruce was 
graduated from Virginia Military Insti- 
tute. He was president and chairman of 
the Baltimore National Bank, a director 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, and 
owner of the Bartlett Hayward Company. 
He was also a director of the Martin Com- 
pany. the Maryland Casualty Company, 
the United States Lines. and the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Richmond. 

Mr. Bruce held the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Medal for service as Director of 
Materiel for the Army’s service force in 


World War II.

Breeders of Kentucky was to promote Ken- 
tucky-bred horses on a national level and 
to improve the sport’s public image at 
home. He said that he had opened an 
office at the track. had opened a bank ac- 
count, had hired a secretary (Mrs. Maxine 
Lloyd). had sent letters introducing the 
organization to 125 Turf editors through- 
out the country. and had planned an 
initial advertising campaign. He will send 
stories about Kentucky-bred horses to 
major newspapers over the country, and 
he will keep Kentucky editors abreast of 
news and informed of the sport’s contri- 
butions to the state’s economy. He will 
follow political trends in Kentucky and 
will maintain a close vigil in Frankfort.

He explained that he would need 
$20.000 to carry the program through its 
first year. Since $10.000 already had been 
subscribed. he hoped to sell 100 addi- 
tional memberships for $100 each. 

Blank checks and application forms 
were offered to any who wished to be- 
come members, and 9 signed up on the 
spot. Many others pledged to remit by 
mail.

PARIS Cha nlton Clay KENTUCKY 
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A Policy Strictly Adhered To © 
Produced a Whopping $180 Pay-Off

Los ANGELES. Some years ago Holly- 
wood Park’s late and respected presiding 
steward, Wendell P. Cassidy., conceived 
the idea of splitting entries for wagering 
purposes in stakes, in cases where horses 
had the same trainer but were owned by 
different interests. 

It was an excellent thought for racing 
in California, where it seemed that half a 
dozen trainers controlled a disproportion- 
ate number of the best horses, and it was 
especially useful in the summertime. when 
the talent was often spread thin in stakes 
races. If the field was a short one. with 
only 5. 6 or even 7 horses in the race, the 
fans had a few more horses to wager upon. 

For the 20th running of the Vanity 
Handicap. however, there was such 
problem. Fourteen fillies and mares were 
entered, and 13 started. 

Even before Darling June was declared 
at noonday. stewards had determined to 
split trainer Noble Threewitt’s 3-horse 
entry of Covert Ranch’s Mountain Glory. 
Dr. and Mrs. T. M. Brown’s Perizade. and 
Mrs. Leslie Fenton’s Nathleen. even 
though it meant creating a mutuel field 
in order to do so. One of trainer Three- 
witt’s horses. Nathleen. was put into the 
mutuel field. 

Hollywood Park officials said. by way 


of explanation, that it had become the 
policy of the track to split entries in 
stakes, and they meant to do it, whether 
or not the occasion required it. 


It so happened that Threewitt’s horses 
ran 1-2, which was perfectly all right. 
but the winner was the longest shot in the 
race, a speed-burning mare named Peri- 
zade. The 46.376 fans let her go off at 
$180.60 for $2, the seventh-highest pay- 
off in Hollywood Park’s history, and the 
largest ever in a stakes race at the track. 


Half a length behind her at the wire 
was Mountain Glory, the second choice in 
the wagering at 3.10-1. Solid Thought 
was third, with the 1.10-1 favorite Bushel- 
n-Peck, which had beaten colts in the 
Cinema Handicap the week before, next to 
last. 


Dr. and Mrs. Brown. of course, didn’t 
complain. Mrs. Brown, who used to be 
Mrs. L. A. Buchanan, is the breeder of 
Perizade —a name she borrowed from 
Arabian Nights. Perizade’s dam is Nash- 
ara. and she, too, got her name from 
Arabian Nights. A bay daughter of 
*Princequillo. Perizade was conceived in 
Kentucky and foaled in California, at 
Three Rings Ranch in Beaumont. 

Dr. Brown retired from the Canadian 
Army medical corps with the rank of 
colonel. The Browns now make their home

as an entry, however, and Perizade paid a whopping $180.60 to her supporters. 
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in Rancho Santa Anita Oaks, in Arcadia. 
and it would be difficult to find a more 
popular couple in California racing. 

Last year. when Perizade was having 
some ankle trouble, the Browns decided 
to retire her, and sent her to the court of 
*Indian Hemp. Of all the maiden mares 
that were bred to the stallion that season. 
Perizade was the only one which did not 
get in foal. Last June she was returned 
to the races and joined Threewitt’s stable 
at Del Mar. where she won the Palomar 
Handicap. She was fourth in the recent 
Milady Handicap at Hollywood Park. 

Perizade went right to the front at the 
start and never relinquished her lead, de- 
spite repeated challenges from *Wiggle 
II, Mountain Glory, and the 3-year-old 
Bushel-n-Peck. 


Bushel-n-Peck. away more slowly than 
usual, worked her way between horses 
on the backstretch, and as she swung into 
the far turn she went to the rail to chal- 
lenge. But Perizade was in front of her. 
and *Wiggle II was at her side, so that 
she had nowhere to go. Willie Shoemaker 
took back, and when Bushel-n-Peck finally 
had clear racing room, she had nothing 
left. Shoemaker said that she was struck 
in the eye with a clod of dirt rounding 
the first turn, and practically jumped in 
the air. It must have bothered her 
throughout the race, for she had been 
coming on strongly through the stretch 
in all her other starts. 

At about the moment that Bushel-n- 
Peck dropped back. *Wiggle II weakened. 
permitting Perizade to open a lead of 
almost 2 lengths. Her only serious rival 
at this point was Mountain Glory. and it 
was a race between them from the head 
of the stretch to the wire. 

Tired from her pacemaking efforts. Peri- 
zade bore out slightly during the drive. 
but she did not seem to interfere with 
Mountain Glory. which closed gradually 
on the outside. The latter’s jockey, Pete 
Moreno, lodged a claim of foul. however. 
saying that from the eighth-pole to the 
wire Perizade drifted out, causing Moun- 
tain Glory to shy from the flailing action 
of Alex Maese’s whip. Stewards. after re- 
viewing the movies. let the result stand 
as official. 

From the top of the stretch to the wire. 
Mountain Glory closed about a length, but 
Perizade held a half-length margin at the 
finish. going the mile and a furlong in 
1:4885. Bushel-n-Peck had captured the 
Cinema the week before in 1:48 for the 
same distance. 

All fractions in the Vanity were Peri- 
zade’s —a quarter in :22%5, half in :46. 
6 furlongs in 1:0944, and a mile in 1:3575. 

A major disappointment was the _per- 
formance of Geechee Lou. which had ar- 
rived from the East only a few days be- 
fore the race. Given top weight of 122 
pounds. Geechee Lou trailed the field to 
the stretch, then beat Paris Pike. Bushel- 
n-Peck. and Nushie. 
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Hip No. 258: B. f. by Traffic Judge—Femme Noire, by 
Unbreakable. Half-sister to four winners and out of a half- 
sister to Perida (Fashion S.), Adaptable ($122,004), Black 
Polly (dam of Polynesian), and Taj Bibi (dam of Papa 
Redbird).

Mr. Wright was down there, he thought 
he’d like to have his colors in the race. 
So he asked B. A. and Jimmy to ship 
Ponder down there, although. none of 
them thought Ponder had much of a 
chance. He paid 15-1, I think.” 

“Since then I’ve ridden lots of good 
horses. I know I’ve got the reputation of 
being a stick rider, but even if it looks 
like I’m beating a horse pretty good, I’m 
not. I won a race in Chicago with On- 
and-On. and somebody in the press box 
wrote that he kept count and I hit the 
horse 50 times in the race. Well, he must 
have counted every time I waved the stick 
at On-and-On. What really happened was 
that Jimmy Jones and I had found out 
that the horse had been lugging in badly 
at the break. So I hit him left-handed for 
a sixteenth of a mile down the _back- 
stretch. As soon as he settled down, I put 
the stick away and never did anything but 
wave it at him, and he just breezed by 
his field and broke the track record for 6 
furlongs. 

“T never hit a horse to hurt him, just 
to sting him and let him know he’s sup- 
posed to be running and not loafing. And 
I never carry a whip in the morning. 
When I work a horse, I might hit him 
with my hand, but I want him to know 
when he sees the whip that it’s for real. 

“See Freddy, my nephew. out there? 
That boy’s gonna be a good rider real 


soon. Looks like he’s 11 years old, but 
he’s really 15. Been riding since he was 4 
and been breaking Shetlands back home 
in Goodland. Kansas, for years. I asked 
the stewards if he could come with me 
and gallop horses in the morning, but they 
won't let him until next year. He’s already 
galloped on a pony beside Sun Glint. But 
what I’m trying to say is. after I teach 
him everything I can, the last thing he'll 
get is a whip.” 

How long will 38-. 39-. or 40-year-old 
Steve Brooks keep adding to his total of 
over 3.600 winners? 

“As long as I can do justice to a man’s 
horse.” he said. “Then I'll train. Had a 
few training offers already, but riding has 
been good to me, and I want to keep on. 
My only regret is that I didn’t start saving 
my money sooner. But I made the mis- 
takes a lot of kids who never had any 
money made. Of course, I’m okay now. 
Guess I'd keep on riding for nothing if I 
could afford it. 

“When I start training, I won't work 
my own horses. though; Mr. Hodgins told 
me a long time ago I'd see very few suc- 
cessful trainers who did. I’ve watched 


since he said that, and he’s right. Of 
course, I'd maybe get on one particular 
problem horse once in a while, but when 
you're on a horse in the morning, some- 
times you start imagining things that 
really aren’t.”

THE GREAT CIRCLES 


Dead Center, which defeated Harbor 
View Farm’s excellent grass horse *Wolf- 
ram in the Bowling Green Handicap at 
Belmont Park on June 21, was from the 
third crop by Great Circle (1947, *Beau 
Pere—Hemisphere, by *Blenheim_ II). 
which entered the stud in 1954 at Duval 
Headley’s Manchester Farm, Lexington, 
and stood there through the 1958 breeding 
season. Asked by The Blood-Horse to 
account for the stallion, John de Blois 
Wack, who had owned the horse when he 
stood in Kentucky. replied: 

“Great Circle had been shipped to Cali- 
fornia after the breeding season of 1958, 
and he stood for the season of 1959 at 
the J. K. Houssels Stud Farm, Chino, in 
charge of Dr. R. Scott Jackson. 
Warren Tremaine had acquired a_half- 
interest in Great Circle prior to standing 
him in California, and in August, 1959, 
he and I planned to ship Great Circle to 
his farm in Ireland, the Loughton Stud. 
to stand there in our joint ownership. The 
horse had already reached Long Island 
and was awaiting a plane to Ireland when 
he died as a result of a twisted intestine. 
He was uninsured. . . . At the present, 
Mrs. Wack and I own a 2-year-old by 
Great Circle out of Nasranee, by *Nas- 
rullah. This colt is named Great Rajah 
and is in training with Mel Stute at 
Hollywood Park. We also own a yearling 
filly bred in California by Great Circle out 
of Bepwil, by Wise Counsellor. This 2- 
year-old and yearling are among the best- 
looking and best bred of any of Great 
Circle’s get. We hope that they will do 
him honor, and we plan to give them the 
opportunity.”

RUSSIA 


Expert in Moscow 


Russian horses moved up to third and 
fourth places in the International at 
Laurel Race Course last November. Indi- 
cations from the early part of the season 
in Moscow are that the U.S.S.R. will field 
an even stronger entry in the 196] re- 
newal of the International. 

Expert, the outstanding 2-year-old run- 
ner in the Soviet zone last year. has reas- 
serted his claim to the highest honors by 
scoring an easy victory in the Moskovian 
equivalent of the Two Thousand Guineas. 
The chestnut son of Raufbold, with Nasi- 
bov in the saddle. won the great Summer 
Prize of June 4 by 21% lengths. defeating 
Registrator, Ebonit. Priz, and 2 others. 

The 4-year-old Zabeg and the 6-year-old 
Zadorny. respectively third and fourth in 
the 1960 International at Laurel, met in 
the 114-mile Great Summer Prize for 
older horses on the same day and finished 
half a length apart. first place going to 
Zadorny. 

The following results of important races 
run at the Moscow hippodrome on June 4 
were furnished by Michael Petrovitch 
Noskov:

The winners of the colt and filly. divi- 
sions of the Trial Stakes were both by 
German-bred Faktotum, son of Harlekin 
(by the German champion Magnat out of 
L’Heure Bleu. by Le Grand Duc) and 
Fruehlingssone. by Lampos. Effekt is out 
of Egina. by Egir out of Guyana. by 
Gainslow (son of Winalot). Grafirovka’s 
dam is Geran, by Grog II out of Raduga 
Il. by The Recorder. 

Effekt won by 2-lengths from Zagorsk 
(Raufbold—Znatnaya. by Zagar). Graf- 
irovka had a margin of 11% lengths over 
Liberia (Bims—Lusset. by *Epinard). 
There were 8 runners in each of the 2- 
year-old races. 


AUSTRALIA 


For Caffeine, 7 Years Suspension 


Sypney. After Exaudi had won the 
Warrnambool (Victoria) Cup. owners H. 
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E. Taylor, J. F. Corry, and H. V. Priest 
and jockey Bruce Jenkins were sentenced 
to 7 years disqualification on charges of 
dishonest practices, and the horse also 
received a similar sentence. 

The trainer. Les Cole. likewise banned, 
promptly declared that the owners and 
rider were innocent, and later, in a talk 
with the chief stipendiary steward of 
the Victorian Racing Club. he said that 
he alone was to blame and that he had 
given the horse a teaspoon of pure caf- 
feine before the Cup. 

The South Western District Racing 
Club, which conducted the meeting. 
quickly upheld the appeals on behalf of 
the owners, the jockey, and the horse. 
but Cole himself made no appeal. No 
police action is contemplated. 

The Australian Jockey Club, New South 
Wales. has stepped up its campaign to 
keep jockeys and apprentices on the 
straight and narrow. Stewards are keen 
to learn about certain riders’ off-course 
friends. “Hollywood George” Edser, well 
known bettor and a former owner of race 
horses, together with a leading book- 
maker. were invited to have a talk with 
the AJC committee. 


With the object of attracting off-course 
betting people to the race tracks, the 
Sydney clubs introduced each-way betting, 
but the bookies did not like the idea and 
withheld co-operation by the simple ex- 
pedient of offering prices unacceptable 
to punters. The AJC and the Sydney 
Turf Club have given up the fight and 
have announced the elimination of each- 
way betting. 

Race clubs receive only half of 1 per 
cent of bookmakers’ turnover. but their 
yield from the tote is about 2%4 per cent. 
Total deduction from the machine is 1214 
per cent of which 714 goes to the state 
government. From their 5 per cent the 
clubs have to pay royalties and commis- 
sions and are left with about 2% per cent 
on the investments. 

The clubs believed that by providing 
each-way betting. off-course illegal 
bookies do. more people would be attract- 
ed to the courses. but the gamble failed.

VERHEARD as he walked away from the radio report 
on the C.C.A. Oaks was a Virginian muttering to him- 
self: “Here we raise the best 3-vear-old of the year in 

this filly, the Belmont winner in Sherluck, the filly winner of 
the Stallion Stakes up at Belmont, and will probably get the 
colt part Monday (they did) ... but we don’t get the Florida 
build-up! What’s wrong?” 

Nothing is wrong—in fact, this observer never saw things 
quite so “right” as they are in Virginia today. 

The occasion for these observations was the fifth annual 
Virginia tour, held June 23-24, to inspect Saratoga-bound 
yearlings. Virginians are sending, for the most part, yearlings 
by the best sires in Kentucky and England and from very 
well bred and performing mares. (But even the stallion situ- 
ation is beginning to change, as several outstanding race 
horses have been retired to the stud in the Old Dominicn re- 
cently.) 

The 200 to 300 persons who made up the various crowds 
at the 4 stopping points were treated to about 100 yearlings. 
It was the consensus that these yearlings were the best Vir- 
ginia has consigned to Saratoga, as measured by pedigree and 
by individuality. And the manners of the yearlings were 
superb—there was not an unruly one in the lot. 

There was an unusual amount of discussion about the 
value of the tour this year. A lot of Virginians talk to one 
another, perhaps, but there is value in agreement and unity, so 
it is good for them to get together. Concerning the visiting 
horsemen from the East, one thing stands out: Those who 
have been on the tour keep returning—they like it. More new 
starters each year are needed—get them started and they’ll 
keep coming; you have too much fun and see too many 
good horses to want to miss them.

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The Mask and the Reality 


We are in receipt of some firm, polite. and slightly pained 
resentment against our remarks concerning the public debate 
conducted at the annual convention of the National Association 
of State Racing Commissioners in Toronto last month. Among 
the distinguished persons who have called to our attention the 
sterling qualities of the NASRC is J. Samuel Perlman, editor 
of Daily Racing Form, who sets up no target for us, since 
he says nothing with which we disagree. 

The headline on the editorial says, however: “Criticism 
of the NASRC Is Not Founded on Facts.” One paragraph 
says: 

“In our opinion, the NASRC was very liberal when it 
voted to permit outsiders to participate in discussions from 
the floor. At conventions of bar, medical and other associa- 
tions. members Have not allowed non-members to air their 
views.” 

Mr. Perlman cites the virtues of the NASRC,. including 
its liberality. We recognize all these, and we have the highest 
respect for the earnest, devoted, and well informed commis- 
sioners who make up the membership of the organization. 
Further, there is nothing to be gained by arguing against 
virtue—or by countering arguments which have nothing to do 
with the issue. 

We do not intend to argue that Mr. Perlman should have 
faced the issue. His publications actually reach the public. 
which perhaps would be unnecessarily confused by frank dis- 
cussion of one of racing’s most important internal problems, 
whereas The Blood-Horse is read by horsemen and others for 
whom the question has elements of profound interest. 

The issue we raised was whether the NASRC should 
continue to be so “liberal” as to allow the appearance of open 
debate on controversial questions and continue at the same 
time to arrange the program in such a way as to present a 
distorted impression to the public—the reading public. We 
refer specifically to the debate on medication and to the 
premeditated emphasis on lethal dosages of a controversial 
drug—a red herring, if we ever saw one. This was not debate; 
it was controlled propaganda, irrelevant to the issue, in support 
of an untenable official position that “the only effects which 
drugs can produce are to act as stimulants or depressants.” 

There was the issue we stated, whether it was better to 
eliminate debate on highly controversial questions than to 
promote and sanction unfairness in debate. 

The commissioners recognize the gravity of the medica- 
tion problem far more acutely than we do, for several reasons. 
They are closer to it. They know more about it. They have 
discovered the impracticability of equating pronouncement 
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with enforcement. They cannot retreat, apparently, from the 
official position that all drugs (if they can be detected after 
a race) are inimical to the best interests of racing, but in 
actual practice they permit some drugs to be used. Since the 
commissioners are all honorable men, they experience inward 
conflict in their attempts to uphold the principle and accept 
the practice. 

The fault lies in the sophistry that all drugs must be 
considered stimulants or depressants. The commissioners are 
afraid to retreat from this doctrine of original sin, lest they 
become enmeshed in a hopeless tangle of decisions. Thus the 
psychic conflict continues. To minimize their punishment, we 
again suggest, not in hostility, but in all kindness, that the 
exploration of questions so controversial as medication should 
be conducted in private, rather than in public, until such time 
as the issues can be faced in utter honesty. 

Ask a commissioner why it is that such and such a drug 
cannot be used, and he will give you a series of reasons, most 
of which have solidified into classical dogma. (1) Someone 
might take advantage of the situation to “run hot and cold.” 
(2) It isn’t fair to the opposition to give an even chance to a 
horse which needs medication to reach anything approaching 
his normal form. (3) Some of these drugs may be dangerous 
to a horse, may actually kill him if large enough doses are 
given... . 

The commissioner who develops these arguments under- 
stands that you understand that he does not relish the position 
of having to justify official doctrine with specious reasoning. 
He knows that prevention of “hot and cold running” is not 
dependent upon all-inclusive rules against drugs. He finds it 
fair to allow some drugs to be given to allow some horses to 
approach their normal form. He knows that toxicity of a 
drug is not germane to the problem. But he must make the 
best case he can; he does so by weaving a camouflage of 
argument which does not bear on the question as to whether 
therapy should be equated with stimulation. 

Even since they went home from Toronto, some of the 
commissioners who patiently reiterated these non-pertinent 
arguments have assured the horsemen in their states that the 
rule must stand, but that for certain drugs it will not be 
enforced. 

Would it not be better for the interests of racing. for 
horsemen, and for the commissioners themselves that the men 
responsible for the rules should be spared the self-imposed 
obligation of wearing a mask before the public? Would it 
not be better if the commissioners relieved themselves of the 
obligation to maintain a doctrine which they cannot square
